This Lixivium, I knew, had been taken with 
outInconvenience by ſeveral Perſons; andthoug 
the good Effects of it, which had come to my 
Knowledge, were not very conſiderable, ye 
that, I thought, might be owing to. the Small 
neſs. of the Doſe it had been given in. An 
from a.careful Peruſal and Conſideration of th 
Experiments, made by my ingenious and learn 
ed Friend, to whom the World is ſo much ir 
debted upon this and many other Accounts, th 


think, that the Virtue of the Soap reſided prin 
cipally in the Lye, from which it was made; an 
that the Efficacy of the Lye for diſſolving th 
Stone, was rendered leſs, as well as the Medicin 
was made much more nauſeous and bulky, byth 
Addition of Oil or Fat to make it into Soap, 
But an Experiment, which came a little near

this Medicine. I mixed a Tea-ſpoonful of th 
Lixivium, with about two Qunces of Rive 
Water; and by a cold Infuſion in this Mixtur 
the Stone I had voided about Chriſtmas, w.

Reſolving therefore to enter into a Courſe 5

this Medicine, I began it upon the 6th or 70 of 


March, 1740, for I kept no Journal, and con- 
tinued it conſtantly for above fix Months, when, 
by the Bleſſing of God, I found myſelf perfectly 
cured. But in order to make this Relation as 


uſeful as I can, I ſhall particularly deſcribe 


I. The Sort of Lixivium I uſed.

V. The Obſervations I made during the 


Uſe of 1 it, and the Succeſs, 


1. The Lixivium, or Lye, which I at firſt made 
uſe of, was what is commonly called the Capital 
Soap Lees, of this I took in all about Six Ounces. 
What I afterwards took, was the Lixivium of 
the firſt running, which is much ſtronger; but 
the Strength of it, even of that of the rt run- 
ning, was found to vary ſometimes very conſi- 
derably, notwithſtanding the Direction I gave, 
to have it always, as nearly as poſſible, of the 
fame Strength. And though I myſelf could 
pretty nearly. judge of the Stegs th of every 
freſh Parcel, and could increaſe or [effen accord- 
ingly, the Doſe I took; yet this could” not be 
done-by my Patients, eſpecially by thoſe which 
I ſeldom or never ſaw, after I nad once ſettled 
them in a proper Courſe of taking this Medicine. 

But that was not all. The Soap lye was often 
attended with a Smell and Taſte {6 exceedingly 
offenſive, that many Perſons could not keep it 
upon their Stomachs, and were obliged to diſ- 
continue the Uſe ofit upon that Account.

Theſe Inconveniences put me upon confider- 
ing, whether a Medicine might not be made from 


the ſame Ingredients, and conſequently of the 
fame Virtue with the Soap-lye, which yet might 


be conſtantly of the fame Strength, and might 
likewiſe be free 
Smell, with. which the other is ene ac- 
companied. 


After ſome Number of Trials, I at laſt hap- | 
pily accompliſhed this Deſign, by the Aſſiſtance 


of my Friends Mefl. Littlebury and Longley, 
Apothecaries, oppoſite Auftin-jr:ars, Old Broad- 


ſtreet, who carefully prepare the Medicine by 


my Direction. 

Of them Apothecaries or others. may have it 
in any Quantity. This is what I uſe for. myſelf 
and Fatiente, inſtead of the . 


II. The Doſe I at firſt ok, was ney e 


twice a Day; from which, finding no Inconve- 
nience to my Stomach or Bowels, on the ſecond 
Day I took the lame Doſe three Times: I then 


proceeded, by adding every Day ten Drops to 
each Doſe, to take thirty, forty, fifty, and kixty 
Drops three Times a Day. I then gave over 
dropping the Lixivium, and took a Tea-{poon- 
ful three Times a Day, in a Vehicle ſomewhat 
larger than before; then the ſame Quantity four 

Times a Day; and ſoon after I came to take two 


Tea-ſpoonfuls at a Doſe twice a Day, and one 


at a Doſe two other Times a Day ; to which

tom that nauſeous Taſte and 
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and then I went farther, taking ſeven, . 
and nine Tea- ſpoonfuls in a Day, ſometimes by 
taking the Medicine oftener, and ſometimes by 
taking three Tea-{poonfuls for one Doſe. The 
Tea-ſpoon I uſed, held 114 Drops of the Lixi- 
vium from a ſmall Vial; and as I poured into the 
Tea-ſpoon till it ran over, each Tea-ſpoonful was 
at Meat 120 Drops; ſo that I took uſually 720 
Drops in the Day, and ſometimes 840, 900, or 
10890. But as this is a very uncertain Way of 
meaſuring, becauſe a Drop of any Liquor is lar- 
ger or ſmaller in Proportion to the Surface it 
hangs by, it may be of more Uſe to obſerve, that 
an Ounce Troy of the Lixivium, thick and 
milky * as I took it, makes nearly ſix Tea-ſpoon- 
fuls and an half; fo that I uſually took about an 
Ounce Troy each Day, and ſometimes an Ounce 
and a quarter or an Ounce and an half. 

As for the Times of taking the Medicine, 
I could by no Means be regular, on account 
of my Buſineſs; and therefore took the largeſt 
Doſes at my Dinner and Supper, one of the 
ſmaller ones at Breakfaſt, and the aa at ſuch 
Times as I happened to be at Home. 


III. The Vehicles I uſed, were of various 
Kinds; in the Morning ſometimes Milk and Tea 
ſweetened'with Honey, balſamick Syrup, or Su- 
gar; ſometimes Milk and Lime-water ſweetened 
in the ſame Manner: In the Afternoon ſome- 
times the ſame Liquors as in the Mornin g, ſome- 
timer, FLUNE-WAter and Honey, with a Glaſs of

Sack, which made it ſit better on my Stomach ; 
and ſometimes Small- beer only. What I uſed at 
Dinner and Supper, was a Mixture of Small- beer 
and common ſweet Ale from the Ale-houſe. 
Into a Glaſs holding about three Quarters of a 
Pint, I put my Doſe of two, or ſometimes three 
T ea-ſpoonfuls of Lixivium ; then filled the Glaſs 
with about equal Parts of the two Liquors, and 
after the firſt Draughit, I added more Small- 
beer and Ale. 


IV. The Reg imen 1 obſerved, was 75 to ab- 
ſtain from every Thing that could be falpedted of 
leſſening the Efficacy of my Medicine ; which 
being highly alcaline, I forbore all Vinegar, 
Fruitand Wine, except now and then one Glaſs 


of Sack, or other ſweet Wine, which I was 


ſometimes obliged | to take with the Lime-water 
and Honey in an Afternoon, as above-men- 
tioned. In all other Things I obſerved no Regi- 
men, living upon common Food of all Kinds; 
and for Exerciſe, my Buſineſs gave me as much 
and more than I could well bear,

1. The firſt Obſervation J made, Was, that 
the Provocations to make Water were more fre- 
quent and preſſing than before, as alſo;that I had 
more Pain in making it, and eſpecially after it 
was made; but this L bore with Patience, it being 
naturally to be expected from ſo ſharp a Medi- 
cine coming into a Bladder fretted and wounded

of the Chariot, To obviate this as well, as I 
could, I made uſe of all the Springs that have 
been invented, both within and without the Cha- 
riot; notwithſtanding all which, Icould only goa 


: Foot-pace upon the Stones, and could hardly ever 


uſe it twice a Day, without making bloody Water. 
2. My ſecond Obſervation, which gave me 
great raſh amidſt the Pains I endured, and 
which, from the Beginning of the Courſe, I had 
conſtantly attended to and waited for, was, that 
upon my coming to take three or four Tea- 
bf oonfuls of the Lixivium in a Day, my Water 
id not at all furr the Chamber-pot, as uſual, 
how long ſoever it was ſuffered to ſtand therein. 
This made me not only conclude, that I was 
ſafe from any farther Increaſe of the Stone, but 
alſo gave me Hopes, that it was now. beginning 
to diſſolve. For it was reaſonable to think, that 
whatever could prevent the fabulous Matter from 
precipitating and concreting in the Chamber- pot 
when the Water was cold, muſt not only hin- 
der its doing ſo, while warm within the Blad- 
der, but muſt alfo be acting upon the Stone to- 
wards a Diſſolution. This Obſervation therefore 
I would particularly recommend to all Perſons, 
who Thall enter into a like Courſe. 

3. Soon, after, I had the Pleaſure of obſerving 
an we, gg colour'd Film, upon the Surface 
rine, after it had ſtood ſome Hours, and

pearance of a Confirmation of Dr. Haless Hypo-

diſſolve the Stone, by licking off that oily sub- 
ſtance, which is the Band of Union to NT ſabu- 
lous Particles, I flattering myſelf with the Ima- 
gination, that the oleaginous Film aroſe from 
that oily Subſtance, which had before bound the 
Particles of the Stone together ; and the calca- 
rious Sediment conſiſted partly of thoſe Particles, 
now looſened from the Surface of the Stone, 


and partly of the Particles of the Lime, which, 


upon the Water's cooling, might have ſepa- 


rated from the oleaginous Particles, which 


compoſed the Film, juſt as the Particles of the 
Ochre ſeparate from thoſe which compole the 
coloured oleaginous Film, in Tunbridge and 
other chalybeate Waters, upon ſtanding ſome 
Time expoſed to the open Air. 

4. The next Obſervation I made, was, that my 
Urine would ſometimes be whitiſh and turbid 


when firſt made, eſpecially what was diſcharged - 


three or four Hours after taking my largeſt Doſe: 
And this Urine depoſited a calcarious Sediment 


in larger Quantity, and the oleaginous Film upon 
the 83 was thicker than before. This gave 


me great Hopes of being ſpeedily rid of my Com- 


plaint. Foraſmuch as the only nephretick Fit I 


had had, was that about Chri/tmas, and I could 


be pretty ſure, I had no Stone in the Bladder be- 


fore that Time, as having been obliged to take 


frequent Journeys out of Town the latter End of 


the Year, when I had drove very faſt in a rough- 


hung Chariot, ſuch as are uſually kept for Hire, 
without ſuffering any Pain or Inconvenience. So

was Reaſon to think, it would be rendered 
ſmall enough to paſs the Urethra. 

95. About the latter End of June, I grew ſen- 
ſibly eaſier, and from the beginning of July I felt 
no Pain, though I had as yet voided no Flakes 
nor' Bits of Stone, nor any thing more than the 
calcarious Matter above-mentioned, | I could 
now not only go about in my own Chariot. but 
did once or twice go in another much leſs eaſy, 
without Pain, or bloody Water. . 

6. On the tenth of July J voided a ſmall 
| ſmooth Stone, nearly of the Shape and Size of 
an Oat, which came away ſo imperceptibly, that 
had I not at that Time made uſe of a Chamber- 
pot, I ſhould not have known that T had voided 
it. This Stone was of-a reddiſh Colour, but paler 
than the GravelIhad formerly been uſed to void: 
Its Surface was very ſmooth, and was penetrated 
with ſmall roundiſh Holes, much like thoſe 
made in Books or in Wood when Worm-eaten. 

On the 2 11t of the ſame Month I voided a 
ſecond Stone, ſhorter, but of more than twice 
the Diameter of the Former; in Colour, 
Smoothneſs of Surface, and Perforations, like 
the other. This I plainly perceived when it 
was paſſing, but with little or no Pain. 

Auguſt the 6th I voided a third Stone, ſome- 
what leſs than the ſecond, but like it in all 
other Reſpects. And about the Beginning of 
September I paſſed another much ſmaller, about 
the Size of a Corking-pin's Heat. 

Some Time after voiding the laſt of theſe 
Stones, as I now thought myſelf quite well, þe.

ing able to bear a Hackney Coach, or the rough- 
eſt hired Chariot upon the Stones, or to walk 
three or four Miles, and ſometimes more, with- 
dlut the leaſt Inconvenience, I began to abate of 
| the Quantity of my Medicine, coming from fix 
| or more, to four, afterwards to three, and then 
to two Tea-ſpoonfuls in a Day. Now alſo 1 
drank Red-wine moderately, and eat Fruit, and 
ufed Vinegar, as before my Illneſs : And for the 
greateſt Part of Ofcher and Næuember J forbore 
any Uſe of the Medicine, when I found my 
Urine again furr'd the Chamber-pot, and I 
ſometimes veided a little ſmall Gravel, as I had 
tormerly Teen necnſinma 
But in December laſt, upon ufing a very rough 
Chariot for ſome Days, while my own was re- 
paring, IT had a little Return of my former Com- 
plaints ; upon which I returned to the Uſe of the 
RP Lixivium, taking three 'Fea-ſpoonfuls, or near 
Half an Ounce in a Day, and having done this 
for about a Week, I voided a ſmall rough reddiſh 
Stone, and then was perfectly eaſy. Since which, 
I continue to take two Tea-ſpoonfuls in a Day, 
in Small- beer and Ale, or Small-beer with a Glaſs 
of Sack or ſweet Mountain; which Quantity I 
find pretty generally keeps my Urine * 
; ring the Chamber-pot, and therefore I hope max |} 
= be ſufficient to prevent the Generation of freſh 
Gravel, either in the Kidneys, or in the Bladder. 
From the Severity of the Pains I had under- 
one, and the Smoothneſs of the three Stones I 


voided in July and Auguſt, I make no doubt but 
they had once been much larger.

Baut whether thoſe I voided, had originally 
been diſtinct Stones, or Parts of one larger Stone, 
cahhot eaſily be determined; though I muft 
needs ſay, I incline to the latter Opinion: And it 


5s not difficult to conceive, how the medicated 


Urine, after eating out the more ſoluble Parts 
of a Stone, anſwering to the-Perforations above. 
mentioned, might afterwards corrode the Parti- 
riots between thoſe Perforations, - and thereby 


reduce a large Stone into ſeveral ſmaller : And 


then the Edges and thinner Parts of theſe being 
diſſolved, while the thicker Parts were leſs 
waſted, they might eaſily. be brought to the 
Form they were voided in.

This plain Relation of Matter of F act, may 
poffibly give Encouragement to Phyſicians, to 
make farther Trial of the Medicine, and J hear- 


tily wiſh the like happy Succeſs to all thoſe who 


ſhall hereafter have Occaſion to make uſe of it. 
I take it conſtantly myſelf, very rarely miſſing 
a Day, and believe I ſhall be obliged to continue 
the Uſe of it as long as I live, For having made 
ſeveral Attempts to leave it off, I found by

But to thoſe, who are to get 13 of: a 8 or 


Gravel of any conſiderable Bigneſs, I generally

with a Dram Weight 3 in a Doſe, three 11 imes a 
Day, and encreaſing it by Degrees. 
Io whatis ſaid above, about Vehicles to take 
it in, I ſhall only add, that. a Glaſs of Sack in a 
Draught of Small-beer, Tenders the Medicine as 
pleaſant as any Thing I have try d; though 
Malmſey-Magdeira, or any other ſweet Wine, 
will do almoſt as well. But this is to be done 
when a Patient is arrived at the full Quantity of 
the Lixivium, and comes to take it in a Family- 
way: For at firſt J always direct it to be taken 


in tome ſoftVehicle, prepared by his Apothecary. 


I can confidently recommend this Medicine 
in gravelly Caſes, it not . failed in any 
one Inſtance that I know of.

In caſe of a Stone in the Bladder, the Suc- 


ceſs is by no Means equally certain: But, I be- 
lieve, this at leaſt may be depended on, that 


{ while a Patient takes this Lixivium, in due 


Quantity, the Stone will never grow bigger, and 
no new ones will be generated. 

By the beſt Obſervation I have been able to 
make, the Lixivium does not always operate in 
the ſame Manner, but works very differently 
upon different Stones. 

One Stone, for Inſtance, ſhall gradually 
moulder into Powder, which comes away with 
the Urine, and by this Means ſhall in Time 
become {mall enough to pals the Urethra, as 
happened to myſelf. 

And in this Caſe, the Patient generally grows 
much eaſier, if not quite eaſy, before the Stone 


is voided; becauſe the Surface of the Stone 


grows ſmoother, as it moulders away; and 
grows ſofter before it moulders. 

Another Stone, being, as I ſuppoſe, of a har- 
der Nature, will likewiſe be gradually waſted 
by the Operation of the Medicine, but without 
any ſenſible Powder coming away, and without 
ſo much as the common Sediment appearing in 
the Urine for Weeks, and even for Months to- 
ether. 

In this Caſe, I ſuppoſe, . is licked up from 
the Surface of the Stone, may be no more than 
what the medicated Urine is capable of ſuſpen- 


ding; as a Lump of Silver, in Aqua Fortis, or a 


Piece of Sugar-candy, in a Diſh of Tea, will 
B loſe 
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loſe ſome Part of its Bulk, and yet what is loſt, 
will not appear in the Form of Powder, but be 
kept ſuſpended in the clear Liquor. 
But in this Caſe, as well as the former, I 
have known the Patient to become ſo eaſy, as 
to think himſelf perfectly cured ; though I did 
not think ſo, becauſe nothing ſenſible had been 
voided: The only Proof of a perfect Cure would 
be, that the Nucleus of the Stone was come away, 

In theſe two Caſes, I imagine all Parts of the 
Surface of the Stone to be in the ſame Degree 
of Hardneſs ; or if any Parts are ſofter, and more 
caſily diſſolvable than the reſt, that ſuch are of 
very ſmall Extent, like the Pin- holes deſcribed 
in the Stones 1 voided. |; 

Thirdly, many Stones are waſted, not by a ſen- 
ſible or inſenſible Powder licked up by the 
Menſtruum, but by the falling off of Scales, or 
Shivers, which come away from Time to Time. 
And this Ithink cannot happen, unleſs the Edges, 
and Under-parts of thoſe Scales, are corroded 
ſooner than the Subſtance of the Scale itſelf. 
In this Caſe the Stone grows more unequal 
in its Surface than it was at firſt, being as it 
were honey-comb'd by the Separation of the 
Scales; and by this Means, as well as by the 
coming away of thoſe Scales, whoſe Edges are 
commonly pretty ſharp, the Patient muſt gene- 
rally ſuffer more Pain than he did at firſt, 
and would always do ſo, were it not that the 
Aſperities of the Surface of the Stone, and the 
= of the Scales, are rendered ſofter by the 
Medicine 
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Medicine, though they are yet not diſſolved by it. 


Here Opiates are often neceſſary to eaſe the Pain, 


when very great: But when it is moderate, the 
Patient eaſily ſupports himſelf under it, by the 
Hope that the Stone, which grows gradually 


leſs, will in Time become ſmall enough to paſs 
the Urethra. 


I am ſenſible that great Endeavours 83 been 
uſed to prejudice People againſt this Medicine, 
as if it were highly dangerous to the Conſtitu- 


tion of ſuch as take it. If thoſe who do this 


have good Grounds for what they aſſert, they 
are. to be commended for warning their Friends 
againſt it; but if not, Honour and Humanity 


. ought to reſtrain. them from running. down a 


1 that, for ought they know, may be 


| highly ſerviceable to Mankind. 


But Oppoſition to new Things and new Prac- 
tices is not uncommon, nor perhaps without it's 
Uſe, in caufing them to be thorou ghly examin- 


ed into, before they are generally received 


No Medicine perhaps that was ever introduced 


into Phyſick, met with ſtronger and longer con- 


tinued Oppoſition, than the Peruvian Bark. 
No Practice was ever more vehemently con- 
teſted, than that of Inoculation. 
And yet both the one and the other have 
fince triumphed over all their Oppoſers.

op is this much to be wondered at, thoſe two 
Diſtempers being fo near of Kin. For the Toph, 
or Gout Stones, upon a Chymical Analyſis, 
appear very little different from the Stone of 
the Kidney or Bladder; and diſſolve as readily 
in this Lixivium.” 

| Fneed not ſay, that this Lixivium is fervice- 
able in other Caſes, for which Soap is 3 
reſcribed, particiilarly in the Jaundice. That 
l eailly be all owed, if we conſider, that it 
contains all the Ingredients of Soap, except the 
Oil: And that, if thought neceſſary, in order 
for purging, is eaſily added, But either without 
this Addition, or with it, the Lixivium is, with- 
out a on, caſier to take than the Soap; 
becauſe we can upon Occaſion put in a ſweet, 
inoffenſive Oil, inſtead of that rank and nauſe- 
ous one which is contained in the Soap after 
hoiling. 
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
